1 . (Cuirently Amended) A method for signing an electronic document, the method comprising: 
establishing an electronic signature appearance for an electronic signature, an electronic 

signature appearance comprising a visual manifestation of a signer^ st ho oloctronic s ignature on 
the electronic document; 

detennining a bounding region on the electronic document for the display of the electronic 
signature appearance; 

at the time of signing an electronic document^ previewing the electronic signature appearance 
in the bounding regio n, where the electronic signature appearance can be edited based on a user 
input after previewing the electronic signature appearance and before signing the electronic 
document! and 

signing the electronic document with an electronic signature, the electronic signature 
appearance included in the electronic documen t agBOciatod with tho olootronie -s ignatur e 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 

configuring the electronic signature appearance at the time of signing the electronic 
document 

3. (Original) The method of claim 2, \^erein configuring the electronic signature appearance 
comprises interacting with a user signing the electronic document. 
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4. (Origitial) The method of claim 2, wherein configuring the electromc signature appearance 
comprises: 

receiving user input activating controls for controlling textual and graphic elements included 
in the electronic signature appearance. 

5. (Original) The method of claim 4, wherein the controls comprise one or more of checkboxes 
and buttons. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 4, wherein previewing the electronic signature appearance 
includes previewing a display in a configuration dialog box of the electronic signature 
appearance within the bounding region and the controls for controlling textual and graphic 
elements. 

7. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein previewing the electronic signature appearance 
includes displaying the electronic signature appearance within the bounding region on a display 
of the electronic document 

8. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

including in the electronic signature appearance textual elements automatically copied fi»m a 
certificate of a user signing the electronic document. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein: 

establishing an electronic signature ^pearance comprises receiving user input selecting an 
electronic signature appearance from one or more existing electronic signature appearances. 

10. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein: 

establishing an electronic signature appearance comprises interacting with a user to create an 
electronic signature appearance. 
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1 1. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein: 

establishing an electronic signature ai>pearance compnses receiving an electronic signature 
appearance pre-configured by an author of the electronic document to be signed. 

12. (Original) The method of claim 1^ wherein detmnining a bounding region on the electronic 
document for the electronic signature appearance conqprises interacting with a user signing the 
electronic document to establish the bounding region. 

13. (Original) The method of claim 1, previewing the electronic signature appearance comprises 
previewing the electronic signature appearance configured to fit within the bounding region. 

14. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein determining the bounding region on the 
electronic document for the electronic signature appearance comprises establishing a bounding 
region pre-set by an author of the electronic document 

15. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

determining an optimal layout of the electronic signature appearance based on the 
diniensions of the boimding region. 

16. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

deteimining optimal dimensions of the bounding region based on the electronic signature 
^earance. 
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17. (Cuzienfly Amended) A computer program product, tangibly stored on a machine-readable 
medium, comprising instructions operable to cause a programmable processor to: 

establish an electronic signature appearance foi an electronic signature, an electronic 
signature appearance comprising a visual manifestation of a_signer'$ t fa e e lootronic signature on 
the electronic document; 

determine a bounding region on the electronic document for the display of the electronic 
signature appearance; 

at the time a user is signing an electronic document, display a preview of the electronic 
signature appearance in the bounding refdo n, where the electronic signature appearance can be 
edited based on a us er input after displaying a preview of the electronic signature appearance and 
before interaction with a user to sign the electronic document: and 

interact with a user to sign the electronic docxunent with an electronic signature, the 
electronic signature appearance included in the electronic documen ta s sociated \^ith tho clGctrnmo 
si gnatur e appeoronoo. 

18. (Original) The computer program product of claim 17, further comprising instructions 
operable to: 

configure the electronic signature appearance at the time of signing the electronic document. 

1 9. (Original) The computer program product of claim 1 8, wherein the instructions operable to 
configure the electronic signature appearance comprise instructions operable to interact with the 
iiser signing the electronic document 

20. (Original) The computer program product of claim 18> wherein instructions operable to 
configure the electronic signature appearance comprise instructions operable to: 

receive user input activating controls for controlUng textual and graphic elements 
included in the electronic signature appearance. 

21 . (Original) The computer program product of claim 20^ wherein the controls comprise one or 
more checkboxes and buttons. 
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22. (Original) The computer program product of claim 20, wherein instructions operable to 
display a preview of the electronic signature appearance comprise instructions operable to 
display in a configuration dialog box the electronic signature appearance within the bounding 
region and the controls for controlling textual and graphic elements. 

23. (Original) The computer program product of claim 17, wherein instructions operable to 
display a preview of the electronic signature appearance comprise instructions operable to 
display the electronic signature appearance within the bounding region on a display of the 
electronic document 

24. (Original) The computer program product of claim 17, further comprising instructions 
operable to: 

include in the electronic signature appearance te?ctual elements automatically copied from a 
certificate of a user signing the electronic document. 

25. (Original) The computer program product of claim 17, wherein instructions operable to 
establish an electronic signature appearance comprise instructions operable to receive user input 
selecting an electronic signature appearance from one or more existing electronic signature 
appearances. 

26. (Original) The computer program product of claim 17, wherein instructions operable to 
establish an electronic signature appearance comprise instructions operable to interact with a user 
to create an electronic signature appearance. 

27. (Original) The computer program product of claim 17, wherein instructions operable to 
establish an electronic signature appearance comprise instructions operable to receive an 
electronic signature appearance pre-configured by an author of the electronic document to be 
signed. 
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28. (Origmal) The computer program product of claim 17, wherein ixistructions operable to 
deteimine a bounding region on the electronic document comprise instructions operable to 
interact ynih a user signing the electronic document to establish the bounding region. 

29. (Original) The computer program of claim 17, wherein instructions operable to display a 
preview of the electronic signature appearance comprise instructions operable to display a 
preview of the electronic signature ^pearance configured to fit within the bounding region. 

30. (Original) The computer program product of claim 17, wherein instructions operable to 
determine a bounding region on the electronic document for the electronic signature appearance 
comprise instruction operable to establish a bounding region pre-set by an author of the 
electronic document. 

3 1 . (Original) The computer program product of claim 17, further comprising instructions 
operable to: 

determine an optimal layout of the electronic signature appearance based on the dimensions 
of the bounding region. 

32. (Original) The computer program product of claim 17, further comprising instructions 
operable to: 

determine optimal dimensions of the bounding region based on the electronic signature 
aqipearance. 
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
